A Hot Bed 


A hot bed will be found very useful 
especially in those sections of Can- 
ada. where the growing season is 
short, and it is not always possible to 
get a supply of started plants, W!th 
this smple contrivance we bring our 
flowers into bloom and our vegetab- 
les into production from two to four 
weeks sooner than if started 
seed out-doors, and the cost is very 
small. We may construct our hot bed 
entirely above ground by providing a 
wooden frame two feet high and the 
same gize as the window sash we are 
zoing to use to cover it. Or, we may 
simply dig a hole in the ground in 
some well-draned place, two feet 
deep and the other dimensions the 
same as the window frame. Into this 
we put about eighteen inches of fresh 
horse manure, which has previous! 
been turned fairly frequently to pre- 
vent burning, and this is wel) pressed 
down. The duty of the manure is sim- 
Ply to provide heat, so if we cannot 
secure it we may use a hot water 
pipe, ‘f that can be arranged as a 
substitute. Next, put in a two inch 
layer of rich, fine loam, and allow 
the bed to heat up under the glass 
cover, which should slope towards 
the South to catch the full rays of 
the sun and also to allow any rain 
to run off. In about a week the heat- 
ing will subside and the seeds may 
be planted in rows about an inch a- 
part. In watering, at first it is well 
to spread a coarse bit of cloth, an 
old sack wll answer admirably, over 
the soil and sprinkle this. When the 
plants begin to send out their second 
set of jeaves, transplant omce in or- 
der to give reom and encourage stur- 
diness, On warm daysdt wilt be well
